•  207 surveys completed
•  54% of respondents identified as White; 

17% preferred not to answer
•  51% were men, 33% women, 16% 

non-binary, prefer to self-describe or 
prefer not to answer

•  80% of respondents reported living in zip 
code 20901 or 20902

•  34% between ages of 18-40; 37% 41-65 
(71% 18-65)

•  15% reported speaking a language other
